COTTONSEED  HSVIEW  -  SOUTinTESTEHIT  AREA 

Llovement  of  Cottonseed;     The  movement  of  cottonseed  from  gins  to  mills  ims  light  during  the 
period  covered  "by  this  report  (l.'arch  and  April)  as  practically  all  seed  from  the  1945-4^  crop 
have  entered  trade  channels. 

Cottonseed  received  at  mills  in  Texas  during  the  1945-4^  season  to  March  31,  134^,  amounted  to 
6171O9I  tons  compared  v/ith  922,949  tons  for  the  sane  period  last  year  and  in  Oklahoma  9^>153  tons 
vjere  received  against  214>139  tons  last  year.    At  the  end  of  March  mills  had  stocks  of  only 
39.582  tons  of  seed  in  Texas  and  5i903  tons  in  Oklahoma  compared  with  l88,859  tons  and  17.877 
tons,  respectively,  at  this  time  last  year.     The  supply  of  cottonseed  meal  and  cake  as  protein 
feed  continued  very  scarce  with  no  prospects  of  relief  "before  another  crop  is  produced. 

Prices  of  Cottonseed;     An  insufficient  numher  of  reports  vreTe  received  to  show  average  prices  but 
the  limited  num'ber  of  reports  received  indicate  that  gins  in  Texas  were  paying  from  $52.00  to 
$60.00  per  ton  in  vragon-lots  and  in  Oklahoma  from  $52.00  to  $55'»00  per  ton.     Oil  mill  prices 
ranged  from  $55  to  063  in  Texas  and  mostly  $6o  in  Oklahoma,  basis  grade  f.o.b.  gins. 

Quality  of  Cottonseed;     Cottonseed  delivered  to  mills  during  the  March-April  period  averaged  lower 
in  grade  in  both  Oklahoma  and  Texas  than  during  the  month  of  February.     Quality  discounts  due  to 
excessive  foreign  matter  v/crc  general  in  both  states  but  in  District  4  of  Texas  (Blackland  Area) 
more  q^uality  discounts  were  due  to  free  fatty  acids. 

The  next  Cottonseed  Review  v/ill  be  issued  the  last  part  of  July. 


The  sampling  and  grading  of  cottonseed  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration.    From  reports  received  during  the  period  March  1,  1946,  to  April  26,  1946,  the 
following  data  are  given  relative  to  grades  and  prices  of  cottonseed  in  the  counties  named;
